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BookFest Executive Director’s Annual 

Report 

The first BookFest was a great success. Our goals 
were to: 



1. Break even. We exceeded this goal. BookFest will 
donate $2,000 to the Palm Beach County Literacy 
Coalition and has about $8,000 in start-up money for 
next year. 

2. Have fun. We did! 

3. Promote libraries, books, and literacy. We did! 

4. Include minorities and children. We did, but we can 
do better. 

5. Host a quality event. We did, on a shoestring budget. 
Next year we’ll be able to afford real tablecloths! We will 
also improve the sound system (no competing 
announcements) and the food. We will also hire or 
recruit volunteers to be Executive Secretary. 

6. Promote local authors and help put Palm Beach 
County on the literary map. BookFest offered 30 
authors. Local authors included Robert Lacey, Lucia St. 
Clair Robson, Scott Eyman, and Trish and Rob 
MacGregor, to name just a few. 

Attendance at BookFest was 12,000. More than 
200 people served on committees, including people from 
about 20 libraries and many from outside the library 
community. Most participants joined BookFest to meet 
new people and/or because they supported the idea of 
a book fair.

Three-County Cooperative in the Works 


A number of multi-type libraries from Dade, Broward and Palm Beach Counties are 
investigating the possibility of forming a cooperative information-sharing network. 
Tentative name for the group is GOld Coast Libraries Delivery of Information Network, or 

GOLDIN. 

Plans include some or all of the following: 

1. Libraries would designate areas of strength for collection development, i.e. business 
references, computer technology, or oceanographic sciences. 

2. FAX exchanges would be expanded and available at the inception of the co-op from a 
Union Catalog of serial holdings. 

3. The co-op would offer staff development through continuing education, group 
demonstrations and staff resource sharing. 

4. Children s programming and resources would be showcased with particular emphasis 
in visual arts, dramatic arts, and participatory activities. 

5. The co-op would apply for a state grant for automation planning. The ultimate goal 
would be to automate all member libraries. 

6. Reciprocal borrowing would be available directly to patrons or through interlibraiy 
loan among member libraries. 

7. The co-op hopes to meet one objective of the State Library's Long Range Plan: 
working toward regional library cooperatives at a reasonable cost per member. 

The co-op hopes to accomplish its goals with minimal cost to any individual member. 

The co-op will enrich resources available to patrons without lengthy time delays, a 
central clearing house, or expensive outside contractual carriers. 

The co-op seeks additional members from city, school, and private sector libraries.
